WATCHED BY CURIOUS COUNTRY PEOPLE. 

The first mile of the march lay up hill and 
down Gale, along a pretty wooded road, from 
whose side knots of curious country people, 
withafew arrivals from the city, watched 
the procession. From Mount Pleasant to 
the Capitol grounds the men marched 
between rows of people, three deep, 
drawn to the scene by idle curiosity. 


About 400 wealers were in line. At intervals 
the crowd cheered the Goddess of Peace, 
Coxey and the buckskin-garbed marshal, 

wne. Scattered among the army were 
about a score of efficient: representatives of 
labor orgaLizations of various cities and as 
many more detectives from New York, Phila- 
delphia. Baltimore, Chicago and other cittes. 
The men marched two abreast. As they left 
camp some one cried out that the Goddess of 
Peace was unprotected from the sun, and a 
bystander immediately secured a parasol for 
her. Onthe line of march a local sympa- 
— rushed out of the crowd to present a 
an. 

The increase of the crowd as the army 
marched down Fourteenth street and into 
the business part of the city interfered to 
some extent with the progress of the army 
andthe police were Kept busy. Gen. Coxey 
doffed his hat several times in response to 
cheers. 

The first delegation to join the procession 
was the J. S. Coxey Club, organized this 
morning. It consisted of 125 men, mostly 
bricklayers, whometthearmyat Boundary 
Street, the old limits of the city. At Thomas 
Circie Marshal Browne ordered a slight halt 
for a rest, while the men gave three cheers 
for ‘*Peace.’’ 
he police dashed up and on their command 
the army promptly moved on. The common- 
wealers turned into Pennsylvania avenue 
about 12:16 and herea telegram was handed 
to Coxey from the Populist convention at 
Harrisburg and read as follows: 

The Populist Oenvention now in session here send 
a greeting and express a hope that you will receire 
a fair — for the prineiples you have so nobly 

vocated. 


DOWN PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE. 

Pennsylvania avenue, as the dusty pro- 
cession wheeled into it, looked more like a 
circus was in town than anything else. 
There were a number of exeursionists on the 
street, mostly country people in their best 
clothes. The peanut stands dida thriving 
business and circus lemonade was in de- 
mand. The nursegirl with a perambDulator 
and the toy balloongman were also features. 


The nature of the crowd was wholly that of 
curious sightseers and showed no apprehen.- 
sion of any disorder or riot. 

On the corner of Fourteenth street was a 
knot of men with Commonweal! army badges 
on. But they were not men who marched 
with Coxey. There was little of actual tn. 
terest in the march up Pennsylvania avenue 
to the Capitol grounds. Here the procession 
was defiected and moved up B streetto the 
top of the hill, where a broad expanse of 
avenue swept toward the east front of the 
Capitol. 

This was Coxey’s goal and there was every 
preparation toturnintothe avenue. But as 
the opening was reached a solid front of 
mounted policemen was seen. They.stretched 
from curb to curb, making ingress 
toward the Capitol impossible. There was 
nothing to do but mow down the officers or 
go ahead. The squad of police ahead of 
Coxey’s carriage went straight ahead. It 
wasaruse tocarry the procession past the 
Capitol, Coxey and his pedple showed their 
chagrin, but followed out BB street. Hurried 
signals were passed from Coxey to Browne. 
It was clear they would not be thus led will- 
ingly away. 

A QUICK FLANK MOVEMENT. 

Half a block up B street Browne halted his 
column and dismounted. Heturned over his 
horse to an attendant. Then he went to 
Coxey’s carriage and spoke to the General. 
Coxey turned to get out, but his wife tried to 


restrain him. He paused and kissed her. 
Then he sprang from his carriage and made 
his way back toward the entrance to the 
Capitol. A howling mob wason his heels as 
the fank movement was appreciated. 

Browne followed bearing his banner. The 
rank and file of the army stood in the street. 
The squad of police suddenly discovered that 
Ooxey had turned back. Quickly the officers 
spurred through the crowd after Coxey and 
Browne. The two had found B street im- 
passable. Coxey sprang to the heavy stone 
paling which surrounded the foliage of the 
east front of the Capitol grounds, and witha 
bownd was inside the fence and lost amidst 
the tangled shrubbery. Browne followed. 
The mob shouted at their disappearance. 

The police were not to be daunted by this 
escape to the shrubbery. The first officer, 
mounted on a fine bay, reined his hurse to 
the stone fence and then horse and rider 
cleared the fence and dashed into the shrub- 
bery. The other mounted officers followed, 
small trees, bushes and flower-beds went 
down before the sweep of horsemen and the 

elling crowd which followed. Ooxey and 
browne dodged through the bushes to the 
open area at the east front. Here a 
blue-coated mass awaited the on-comers. 

There was a crush as the fugitives, officers 
and mob from the street met the 
wall of officers and people in the open. 
The onslaught was so sudden that the 
officers broke fora moment. People surged 
and shouted. Coxey and Browne were lost 
for the moment. The policemen stemmed 
the rush after a minute, during which one 
officer use his baton freely. 

ON THE CAPITOL STEPS. 

In the intense excitement of the rush, 
Coxey had slipped unobserved through the 
struggling mass and before anyone knew it 
was bounding up the east front entrance to 
the Capitol. He was up to the tenth step 
before he was recognized. Then the 


officers closed in. on him and dis 
further passage was barred.

BROWNE SEES STARS. 

Carl Browne was a shining mark for the 
policegaen on account of his conspicuous cos- 
tume and from the same reason the most ag- 
gressive and tumultuous portion of the 
crowd followed him. As he broke through 
the follage of the lawn a half-dozen 
mounted police charged after him across 


the ounds, escaping by a miracle from 
running downany of the people, who scat- 
tered right and left before them. When 
Browne reached the foot of the Capitol steps 
there was hurried and ex- 
him and 
not de 
heard through the uproar. Then two po- 
licemen threw themselves upon Srowne, 
gra his fag of peace and-smashed the 
staff, seized Browne by the shouldérs and 
thrust him through the crowd se- 
hundred feet to the sidewalk. 
were seen descending upon 
men’s shoulders in the group, but whether 
Browne was hit could not be seen.

‘Then the 
olicemen seemed to lose their heads, and 
alling upon the luckless colored women 
nearest them they clubbed the negroes 
lustily. 

Fora moment the army which, while all 
this was going on, had been walting on B 
street, not knowing what to do, seemed 
leaderless and in confusion, although the 
men ted not broken ranks in all the 
tumult. The honor fell to the humble bass 
drummer of rescuingit from confusion for 
he started a rhythmic and regular boom 
upon the instrument and the 
Commonwealers fell into step and with Coxey 
bowing to the right and left amid wild 
cheers, the precession turned down second 
street tothe south and started to march to 
the new camp in the malarious region in the 
extreme southern part of the city.

Returned Against D. P. Slattery, 
J. Brookes Johnson and Others. 


The Federal Grand Jury’s Action in 
Guaranteed Loan Cases. 


ALL THE OFFICERS OF THE BOND AND 
INVESTMENT CO. INDICTED. 


The Charge Is That the United States 
Maile Were Used to Advertise a 
Fraudulent Scheme — The 
Case in Chicago—Capt. Slattery and 
Mr. Stevenson Discuss the Indict- 
ments. | 


Former 


Shortly after 1o’clock to-day indictments 
were returned Dy the federal Grand- 
jury against. Capt. F. Slattery, 
Wimnam H. Stevenson, George McDon- 
ald and J. Brooks Johnson, charging 
them with violating the lottery laws. The 
indictments were found late last evening but 
when the Grand-jury met this morning they 
were excused until 1 o’clock in order to give 
the District Attorney time to draw up the 
necessary documents. Promptly at the hour 
mentioned they met, signed the indictments 
and returned them in the United States Dis- 
trict Court. ' 

The indictments arethe outgrowth of the 
connection of the gentlemen mentioned with 
the Nevada Guarantee Investment Co., 
which has already been held to be a lottery 
under the Federal laws. Last October the 
Grand-jury at Chicago returned indictments 
upon the same charge against George M. 
McDonald, President of the company; 
Capt. Slattery, Stevenson and John- 
son. Before the case came to trial 
the charge against Cant. Slattery 


wag dismissed. Tue trial of the other three 
cases was proceeded withand a verdict of 
guilty was returned. In bringing in the ver- 

dict the jury were told to insert the names of 
the defendants. Before they could do so 
Johnson raised the claim that he had never 
been arrested, and upon investigation this 

was found to de a fact. In order tosave them- 

selves trouble each of the defendants except 

Johnson had voluntarily entered appearance 
and given bond. Johnson through some 
oversight had not done so, and as a conse- 
quence it was found necessary to nolle pros 
the case against him in order-that the other 
convictions might not becomejinvalid. Me- 
Donald and Stevenson, who acted as treas- 

urer, were convicted and McDonald was 

sentenced to pay a ne of $1,000 and to im- 
prisOnment for eleven months. He is pow 
waiting a decision in his appeal to the Ap- 
pellate Court. 

ACCEPTED THEIR PROMISE. 

At the time the Ohicago authorities were 
working up this case the St. Louis au- 
thorities were working up this end 
of the case, the company having of- 
fices both in Chicago aad iathis city. When 
the indictments were ed in Chicago 


the ofliciuis decided gO drop the case upon 
the promise of the company to cease using 
the mails. In pursuancétothis promise the 
company amended the form of their bonds, 
and also foratime refused to receive or to 
post mail, The officers oi the company were 
changed several times, ard for a time they 
successfully evaded the law. 

Une of these changes of officers resulted 
disastrously to the company. The men ap- 
pointed, formerly agents of the company, 
remained just long enov.gh to gain posses- 
sion of the names and addresses of the stock- 
nolders and then moved to Minneapolis, 
where they established a rival concern called 
the Tontine, and sent out circulars to the 
Nevada company’s stockholders stating that 
the Nevada company had been closed down 
by the law and that their company had de- 
cided tocarry stockholders of the Nevada 
company on the same basis, giving them credit 
forall the money they had paid into the 
Nevada, and placing them on exactly the 
same footing as they had been before with- 
out further payment if the change was mide. 
In this Manner they secured the transfer ofa 
great number of stockholders, and the 
2 company suffered a corresponding 

oss. 

AGAIN USED THE MAILS. 

In this emergency the Nevada company 
again resorted tothe use of the mails, and 
on Feb. 10, last, sent out circulars denouncing 
the Tontine people, and unfolding to its 


subscribers a new form of policy 
which it claimed was quite legal 
and placed the concern beyond the reach of 
the law. It also offered special inducements 
to stockholders returning to them. The 
authorities heard of this move and In. 
spectors McClure and Willlams were put to 
work onthe matter and the result of their 
efforts are the indictments returned this 
morning. 

Some time ago Mr. Slattery claimed that 
he and Messrs. Stevenson and Johnson, for- 
an inducement, put up the $100,000 bond re- 
quireu by law to enable the company 
to do business. He said that when the com- 
pany placed his name upon the stationery he 
complained and It was at once removed. He 
denied being a director or stockholder in the 
concern. Mr. Stevenson, he said, handied 
the receipts in order to see that Dondholders 
were paid as they became due. 

. WHAT THE AGREEMENT WAS. 

George M. McDonald, President of the 
company, said that under the agreement 
made by him with Capt. Slattery and his 
associates ali the stock was transferred 
to them. The agreement stipulates that 


McDonald was to pay them $10,000 in cash 
and §2,000a month until $20,000 were paid. 
Seven sbares of stock were to be made over 
to Capt. Slattery and six shares each to J. B. 
Jonnson and stevenson. McDonald retain- 
ing the other one share. Every month $3,000 
was to be set aside to replace the securities. 
The stock was then to have been returned to 
McDonald. It is alleged that Capt. Slattery 
and his associates voted on their stock and 
that ihe Captain was elected a director, but 
that his election was illegal as it bad not 
been advertised for six weeks as required by 
the bye-laws. 
The Nevada Guarantee Investment Co. 
was organized by J. G. Talbott, a resident of 
Nevada, Mo., in September, 1891. He was 
president and general manager. They did 
a flourishing business for a time until the 
insurance companies are alleged to have at - 
tacked them, forcing them to putup a bond 
for $100,000, as demanded by State law. The 
business is said to have been then paying a 
net profit of $10,000 a month, and McDonald 
purchased Talbott’s interest for $50,000 and 
succeeded him as general manager and

WITH A BIG CAPTURE. 


A Raid Made on 2320 Pine Street Yields 
Big Results—Two Noted Safe-Blowers 
and Their Outfits Captured—Police Be- 
lieve They Have the Men Who Have 
Been Working the Town.

Safe-blowers made a very daring and sue 
cessful raid last night on Daniel Quirk’s art 
store, 2108 Olive street, and carted off $113 in 
casb, a gold watch and a diamond ring.

MADE THEM QUIT. 


Belleville Miners Force the Collinsville 
Men to Stop Work. 


SIX HUNDRED MEN LAY DOWER THBIR 
TOOLS THIS MORNING. 


Work Futpended at the Three Mines o 
the Consolidated Coal Co.—The Men 
Had Voted to Continue at Work, but 
the Belleville Delegation Induced 
Them to Change Their Minds. 


The three Collinsville (III.) mines of the 
Consolidated Coal Co. of St. Louis are idle to- 
day. and about 600 men are not working. 

This morning when they went 
the mines they found almost an 
equal number of miners from the 
Belleville district around the shafts. By dint 
of persuasion and threats the Collinsville 
miners were induced to return home. 

The Collinsville miners heid a meeting Sat- 
urday evening and after listening to appeals 
of representatives of the Belleville miners to 
strike and help them and the general 
movement, they voted to continue 
working. Monday the mines were operated 
as usual. The Collinsville miners have no 
grievances and did not believe a general 
strike would be a success. 

Yesterday the Belleville miners held a 
meeting and determined to adopt more 
stringent measures. During the night 
about 5000f them marched toward Collins- 
ville. The arrived at sunrise. The news of 


their coming was soon known to the miners 
of Collinsville and the town tarned out to see 
the invaders file down the streets and dis- 
tribute themselves in three bodies at the 
three mines of the Consolidated Coal Co. 

The Collinsville men went to the mines as 
usual. The Belleville men were deter- 
mined that no coal should 
be worked at the Consolidated 
company’s mines to-day and after a parler 
the Collinsville men, fearing trouble, re- 
turned to their homes. 

How far they were worked upon dy sym- 
pathy for the idle men of the Belleville 
district is not now ascertainable. 

The Belleville men are stillin Collinsville. 

General Manager James O. Simpson of the 
Consolidated company confirmed the trou- 
ble at Collinsville. He had a telegram 
this morning over the private wires of 
the company. According to his advices, vio- 
ence had been averted by the submission of 
the Collinsville men and none is now feared. 

‘Our men are contented and have no 
demands to make on us. 
are anxious to work 
I believe will do so. I hope the cessation 
will only be temporary. The company is 
pretty well stocked, having large quantities 
of coal in St. Louis, and will be able to fill al 
its contracts.’’ 

WILL MAKE OTHER UNIONS STOP. 

The march on Collinsville is but the first 
move in a carefully planned campaign, the 
aim of which isto force all the unions in St. 


Louis territory to quit work. The invaders 
of Collinsville left the impression that 
they would not return until all the 
mines tributary to St. Louls were 
closed, and that they would be away a week 
or more in any event. 

The first objective points were Collinsvilie, 

Mount Olive, Staunton, Glen Carbon and 
gg places in Madisonand St. Clair Coun- 
ties. 
The meeting at which the campaign was 
planned was held yesterday at Huff's Gar- 
den, in the West End, Belleville. Vice-Pres- 
ident J. H. Panaof the Miners’ Federation 
and Organizer John Felle addressed the 
meeting. They have changed the usual an- 
nual trvable of the Belleville miners over 
the adoption of a new wage scale intoa 
branch of the general strike.

TO EXTEND HIS SUBWAY. 


Sutter Granted Permission by the Board 
ef Pablic I 


The plans of the st, Louls Underground 
Service Co. for an extension of its conduit 
were approved by the Board of Public Im- 
provements at ite meeting this morning. 
This action of the board virtually admits the 
claims of the company to lay an independent 
conduit in the streets and alleys 
ef the city and complicates the 
labors of the Subway Commission 
appointed by the Mayor. When informed 
what the board had done this morning 
Mayor Walbridge opened his eyes in aston- 
ishment and salad: ‘‘lthink the members of 
the board should have gone a little slow in 
that matter, butI presume they knew their 
business. Mr. Charles Sutter, President of 
the company, and Mr. R. IL. Me- 
Laran, ts attorney, were present at 
the meeting and Mr. Sutter stated that 
in response to the request of the board’s 
committee he had Mr. McLafan prepare an 
abstract or chain of title, showing the rights 
of the National Subway Co. to be now vested 
by assignment in the St. Louis Underground 
Service Co. 

City Counselor Marshall inspected this ab- 
stract and said that it was regular, and if 
Mr. McLaran had thé proper deeds of as- 
signment the Service company was 
entitled to lay the remainder of the conduit 
and assume all the rights and powers of the 
National Subway Co. to whom the franchise 
was originally granted, 

The board then took a recess to enable the 
committée to make a report. This recom- 
mended that the plans be returned and the 
Underground Service Co, be nted per- 
@ission to proceed at once to construct the 
proposed extension. The report of the Com- 
mittee was approved. 

The plans call for an extension of the pres- 
ent conduit system from the west side of 
Broadway and Olive street, along the south 
side of Olive to the ailey, between Broadway 
and Fourth street and then south in the alley 
to the operating room of the Postal Tele- 
graph Cable Co. 

Mr. Sutter stated that this work would be 
begun at once and entirely completed within 
three weeks. The postal company will then 
proceed to put all its wires under ground 
which run along the present line of the con- 
duit, which extends from Fourteenth and 
Chestnut streets to Broadway and north on 
Broadway to Franklin avenue. In view 
of the work set out to de accom- 
plished by he Subwa Commission 
this action of the Board of dlie Improve- 
ments is most importante. It virtually gives 
the St. Louis Underground Service Co. the 
inside track on the conduit business and 
establishes it as a competitor to the city 
should it be concluded to build or lease a 
municipal conduit. 

The Subway Commission is about to make 
its final report, and as the City Counselor has 
given his opinion to the effect that the city 
has the right to lease a conduit built for it 
the general impression is that the report 
would recommend the construction of a con- 
duit by outside parties which the city could 
lease and control, 

Having a competitor now in the neld these 
plans may be materially changed.

THE CHILDREN BE D-——D. 

There isa rule of the Building Commit- 
tee that all persons defacing or injuring 
school property shall be arrested and pros- 
ecuted. School Principals are held re- 
sponsible for the property of their schools, 
anda reward of $10is offered for the ar- 
rest and conviction of any person defacing 
or injuring school property. 

In the light of these facts the explana- 
tion of the performance of Principal Good- 
lett in having three of his young pupils 
arrested and of the action of the Teachers 
Committee in dismissing the charges 
against him and turning the whole matter 
over to the Building Committee are 
easily understood. To be sure the 
Teachers Committee has rules with regard 
to the discipline of the pupils and the 
method of dealing with pupils who deface 
school property. But these rules concern 
only the welfare of the children, and are 
not to be considered when the welfare of 
school property is at stake. The great 
object of the public school system is the 
preservation of school property. Next to 
this is the protection of principals. 

The Building Committe is responsible 
for the property of the schools and there- 
fore all things, even the moral and 
physical welfare of future citizens, 
must be sacrificed to duty of 
guarding it. The loss windows, 
the damaging of screens and the 
defacing of walls must be paid for out 
of the school treasury. These can be seen of 
all men. But the loss of a boy, the dam- 
aging of his character, the defacing of his 
soul by contact with the vicious, does not 
affect the school coffers. No one will 
lay it to the charge of the board. It may 
cost his parents money and untold grief. 
It mav cost the State a good citizen and 
the expense of criminal trials, his mainte- 
nance in prison or execution, but the 
School Board has nothing to do with that. 

It would be a shameful thing if consider- 
ation for the character and future of chil- 
dren should result in the defacing of a 
school fence or the annoyance of a school 
principal by unruly pupils. 

And then there is the reward offered for 
the protection of school property. The 
laborer is worthy of his hire. Although the 
arrested boys of the Lincoln School have 
not been prosecuted, although their 
arrest was illegaland no proof has been 
submitted of their guilt, we sincerely hope 
that the rewards will be paid to 
Principal Goodlett. Buch zeal in 
the preservation of school property on the 
part of a teacher entrusted with the care 
of the children should be encouraged by 
reward. It is possible that he and 
others of his kind may thus be 
induced to devote his whole time 
to working for similar rewards and pro- 
tect the property with as little damage as 
possible to the children of the schools.

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SAMOA. 

Few Americans know or care anything 
about the Samoan Islands. No Americans 
believe, or can be made to believe, that the 
power of this Government should be used 
anywhere in all the wide world in uphold- 
ing and maintaining, by force if neces- 
sary, a King upon his throne, Yet not 
only is this true as to Samoa, but this 
Government has entered into a combina- 
tion with Germany and England, two of 
the greatest monarchies in the world, to 
maintain the reigning King in his power. 

Noone pretends that the King was or 
ever is to be elected to his position, nor 
that the Samoans have, or are ever to 
have, the faintest semblance of an elective 
government, The Tripartite Protectorate 
is avowedly absolutely foreign to Samoa 
and is never to be otherwise. Whether the 
Hawaiian Queen was rightfully or wrong- 
fully deposed, this country has irrevoca- 
ably determined not to restore her to the 
throne. Twenty years ago the Hawaiian 
Islands were formally offered to the United 
States and it refused to have them. Re- 
cently Congress has determined to have 
neither annexation of nora sole protecto- 
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by brutal savagés. This 


‘content with holding its useful rights in 


the harbors of Hawall. What more does it 
want in Samoa? 

The United States has never been in- 
effectual or slow in maintaining the rights 
of its own citizens in all countries. Is it 
necessary to continue this uncouth al- 
liance with two monarchies in order 
to assert and maintain Ameri- 
can rights in these antipodean 
islets? The events in Hawaii and recent 
disturbances in Samoa and the savage 
treatment of his enemies by the King have 
opened the eyes of the press and people of 
this country to the curious condition of 
affairs in those little islands. Throughout 
the country the opinion is general that our 
Government should withdraw from the 
treaty and return to its time-honored poli- 
cy of avoiding entangling alliances with 
other nations.

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THE GOODLETT IDEA. 

There is no doubt concerning the educa- 
tional theory entertained by the members 
of the Teachers Committee of the School 
Board. It is simple, vigorous and direct. 
involves no great thinking to understand 
it, and is, withal, inexpensive and easy to 
work. 

The old idea on which the American sys- 
tem of public education was founded is al] 
wrong. According to that idea a child 
was an undeveloped man, and education 
was the agent by which that development 
was to be accomplished. The Teachers 
Committee, however, seems to hold that a 
child is the equal of the man, and when he 
commits an offense should be treated in 
exactly the same way. This is an easy 
solution of the educational problem. Only 
a policeman with a billy and a hoodlum 
wagon is necessary. Children are to be 
clubbed, beaten or frightened into man- 
hood by a blue-coated disciplinarian in- 
stead of being gently helped along the 
way of life by a humane cultivation and 
exercise of the better faculties. 

This is the logic of the committee’s con- 
clusion in the Goodlett case. 

Will the people of St. Louis approve this 
action? Will they tolerate the petty spirit 
which feels resentment and hankers after 
revenge when a little child commits a 
childish offense? 

The principal of a large school is of 
course subjected to many annoyances and 


his life is sometimes made a burden by the | 


infinite ingenuity of childish mischief. 
But as he has chosen his vocation he 
should be held to its duties. It is his 
business to study and understand the small 
mind from above. When he loses patience 
and substitutes punishment for correction 
he surrenders his manliness and descends 
to the level of the infant. This seems to 
be what happened when Principal Good- 
lett lost his temper and sent the three 
urchins to the holdover in the patrol 
wagon. It happened again, too, when 
the Teachers Committee dismissed the 
charges against him.

The usefulness of the public schools is cur- 
tailed to a serious extent by lack of disel- 
pline. This results chiefly from the teacher’s 
authority and influence being undermined by 


studious majority of pu 
the lazy, disorderly and vittous . 
bound to res t? I believe the rights of 
those who wish to learn should be strictly 
protected to the extent of the whipping, sus. 
pension, and if necessary, the expulsion of 
those who will neither learu anything them- 
selves nor allow others to learn if it is in 
their power to prevent it. Why should 
most of the teacher’s time be frittered 
away and his life made a burden by the ob- 
structive deviltry of boys who have banded 
together to do all the mischief they can, and 
to shield each other as far as possible? Why 
should the studious and deserving be thus 
deprived of the full amount of assistance the 
teacher could give to them if he was allowed 
to havea reasonable amount of necessary 
discipline in his school? 

Many parents encourage their children to 
find "Fault with the teachers and will join in 
the denunciation themselves with as little 
fairness aud common sense as is shown by 
the children, This retards the child’s prog, 
ress to the extent that it weakens the teach- 
er's authority and influence. This is as fool- 
ish so far as the child is concerned as it is 
criminal so farasthe otherchildren in the 
same school are concerned, Children who 
are not thus foolishly supported do not 
usually join organized gangs of rule breakers 
and property destroyers. 

I have referred partly to my own experi- 
ence and partly to observations in St. Louis 
and elsewhere. Were I to state some facts 
in reference to St. Louis especially I should 
cause much astonishment.

If, 
however, a teacher is required to devote his 
entire time to makin ets of his most in- 
corrigible pupils I think his vocation is sec- 
ond only to herding swine.

The Special Jury Law. 


To the Editor of the Post- Diepatch: 
Iam glad that W. F. and others are agi- 


tating the special jury law and particularly 
that your influential paper is doing the same 


thing, 


When this act was passed there was a 
recognized necessity intheinterest of justice 
for protecting corporations from verdicts 
which sprang altogether or largely from an 
anti-corporation feeling in the jury box. 

The act itself however has been so artfully 
manipulated that at the present time the 
scale has been tipped far in the other di- 
rection, and honest claimants with bona fide 
grievances are almost always eonfronted by 
meninthe jury box who represent special 
interests which would de injured directiy or 
indirectly by a verdict for the plaintiff. 

In addition tothis Mr. Mansfield, the Jury 
Oommissioner, seems to abandon in the 
selection of special jurors, the principle 
ofchoice by lot, which would be some pro- 
tection, though not much, since the jurors 
ase invariably drawn from an interested 
class. 

The law is intended to afford justice to all 
alike, but the special jury law as at present 
administered is simply a shield for cor- 

rations anda weapon of offense against 
he. plaintiff. As an illustration: A well- 
Known citizen of St. Louls and a man of eon- 
siderable means told me the other day in 
the presence of several others that he was 
one of a jury impaneled to try a personal 
injury case, and when the case was closed 
his verdict was made up for the plaintiff. 

That when the jury retired another well- 
known citizen and a corporation president 
saidimmediately: If that man recovers a 
verdict I might aswell throw all my ma- 
chinery into the river.“ Accordingly a com- 

romise verdict.for a nominal sum was 

orced. 

It we have to choose between this and the 
old law, let the corporations have a common 
jury and take what they get at the hands of 
acommon people.

POLITICIAN OF NATIONAL NOTE AND 
EMBEZZLER OF LOVISIANA’S FUNDS 


He Was State Treasurer for Nine Years 
and the Most Enterprising Man in the 
State—Fled to Central America and 


Has Since Been a Soldier and Finan- 


cier in Honduras. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., May 1.—The deposed 
Dictator of Honduras, Don Domingo Vas- 
quez, is here on his way to Washington and 
New York. He declines to disclose the ob- 
ject of his mission, but it is believed that his 
purpose is to gather together a force of fill- 
busters in New York and try to overturn 
President Policarpo Bonilla, whose recent 


success in Honduras caused Vasquez’ ban- 
ishment. 


One of the prominent lieutenants of Vas- | 


quez and the chief financial officer of his 
government, but who, for obvious reasons, 
does not accompany the ex- Honduras Prest- 
dent to the United States, if Maj. E. A. 
Burke, the defaulting Treasurer of Louisi- \ 
ena. Vasquez speaks very highly of Burke's 
courage and ability as a soldier. 

Burke fled from Honduras with Vasquez 
and other members of his Government to 
Salvador, His present whereabouts are un- 
known. The Louisiana defaulter has had a 
checkered career. He always claimed to be 
a Kentuckian. At 18 years of age he was a 
brakeman on some Indiana rallroad,and two 
years later he was a soldier in the Oonfeder- 
ate army.

In the latter et 
he made his debut as a workman in 
a mardle yard at $1.50a day. He was a Mian 
of superb physique, of indomitable energy, 
of sleepless ambition and phenomenal in- 
genuity. Very shortly after reaching New 
Orleans—so shortly, indeed, that it savored 
of a theatrical transformation—he turned up 
as local freight agent of the Illinois Central 
Rallroad, Next he went into politics. In 
1874 he was elected Administrator of Im- 
provements of the city, a place of great 
responsibility and particularly rich in politi- 
cal patronage. In 1879 he bought the 
Democrat newspaper; a few months later he 


absorbed the Times. and then established the 


journal since known as the Times- Democrat. 
About the same time he became State Treag- 


urer, which office he held until 1888. Through- 


out that period he was foremost in all public 
enterprises, and, to all appearances, 
utterly unselfish in his labors. Cer- 
tainly no one thought at the time that 
his inspiration wasa sordid one, for he al- 
ways headed the subscription list and gave in 


efiort as liberally as he did in money, He 
was a man of dazsliug schemes, of theatrical 
surprises, of prodigiousachievements. Ten 
yoars after his appearancein New Orleans as 
a day ladorer in astone yard, he had made 
himself the most conspicuous figure in the 
State. It was he who, in the fall of 1874, tore 
up the track of the Illinois Central Kaliroad 
so as to keepthe United States troops from 
reaching New Orleans in time to prevent the 
overthrow of the Kellogg Government by the 
White League. It was he who in the winter 
of 1876-7 promoted, if he aid not altogether 
inspire and realize, the deal by which the 
electoral vote of Louisiana was given to 
Hayesandthe State Government and the 
Legislature tothe Democrats. He organized 
campaigns, fought duels, devised schemes 
of public development, wrecked and resur- 
rected newspapers. When the famous but 
ill-fated exhibition of first 
suggested he his 
newspaper, but mer- 
chants and capitalists of the city 
offered him the Director-Generalship, he at 
once threw himself into the project with all 
his fire and enthusiasm, an with all his 
matchless genius for organization. It wasa 
failure, but through no fault of his. Hedid 
everything except create a patronage. If 
devotion, ability and untiring effort could 
have availed, the New Orleans Exhibition 
would have been the greatest triumph of the 
generation. He worked himself to a shadow 
Spent his own money and all that he coul 

borrow, and was the chief victim of the 
downfall. 

Nobody acquainted with the man’s history 
at that time believes that a single dollar of 
the thousands purloined from the State 
Trensury was used for Burke’s personal pur- 
poses. The opinion of those closest to him ts 
that.it was taken for the campaign of 1884 
and sent to doubtfal States, such as Indiana, 
Connecticut and New York. Indeed, it is 
known that a very large W 
to doe 3100, OO—- was received by bh 
Democratic managers of Indiana in 
October of that year, and, ac- 
cording to general belief, from Louisi- 
ana. Anditis very certain that Burke was 
quite confident, after Mr. Oleveland’s 
election, that he would be recognized in 
some very conspicuous way. He did not 
hesitate to assert that he had a distinct and 
specific understanding with Messrs. Barnam 
and Manning, by virtue of which he hada 
right to expect much; nor was it any secret 
that he had fixed his ambition upon the Post- 
master-Generalship. Mr, Cleveland’s re- 

udiation of these alleged bargains aston- 
{ened and disheartened him. 

He had already established relations with 
Bogran, the President of Honduras, and it 
transpired very soon after his rejection b 
Mr. Cleveland, early in 1885, that Burke ha 
obtained or was obtaining extremely valu 
able concessions in lands, water-courses, 
etc., In that republic. 

Burke’sterm of office ended in 1888, and 
very soon, under the incoming State Admin- 
istration, it was discovered that he had fora

Bed Air and Filth. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 1.—An alarming 
condition of affairs, sofar asthe ventilation 
of the House of Representatives is concerned, 
was shown in a repurt made by experts to 
the Committee on Ventilation and Acoustics 
to-day. The report showed that 400,000 cubic 
feet of impure air comes up the main floor 
from the cellar every hour, and that the good 
air that is forced through to the main floor of 
the House passes through gratings that are 
practically cuspidors and receptacles for bits 
of paper and other cast-off matter. 

Besides this the report shows that there are 
alarge number of documents on the lower 
floor, many of which are ina state of decay, 
and the carpets of the House floor are satu- 
rated with fith and tobacco juice and need 
cleaning. 

The experts recommend as a remedy for 
this condition of affairs that air be pumped 
in from above the hall instead of from below, 
as now.

NEw Tonk. May 1.—To-day is the semi- 
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Ways and Means Committee to fix the duty 
on refined sugar at three-tenths ot a cent, but 
the committee reduced this. I believe that 
if the Democratic Senate should pass the 
sugar schedule as outlined, the Democrats 
will have no license to denounce trusts in the 
future, But the House will never pass such a 
schedule, and the trust will speedly be con- 
vinced of this fact. 

The Louisiana members of the House, who 
at Orst believed that a 40 per cent duty would 
prove ample protection, providing the 
bounty was paid for on this year’scrop, are 
now beginning to see how they may be 
tricked by the trust under the operation of 
such a schedule. They have been figuring on 
a 4 per cent ad valorem duty on the Ameri- 
can market price of sugar. It is now figured 
out that some of the foreign centrifugais 
even with the 40 per cent duty may be 
im ported and sold at less than the American 
price of sugar. This would result from the 
fact that the 40 per cent will be imposed on 
the foreign price and noton the quotations 
in the American market. Without the 
bounty the Louisiana planters would be 
brought into competition with the German 
sugars, which itis said could be landed at 
New York as cheap as Louisiana sugar, even 
with a 0 per cent duty. How the 
proposed duty will decrease the revenue and 
at the same time afford the trust an ad- 
ditional margin of profit is easily established; 
centrifugals of 96 deg. polariscope are made 
subject toa duty of 1.22under the Senate 
tariff bill as first reported. As centrifugais 
are now quoted at 2.86 cents a pound on a 4 
per cent basis, the government would real- 
lige l.icents. This would give the trust 
about one-eighth Ofacent more margin on 
the raw.

FRANK HATTON DEAD. 


Succumbed to a Paralytio Stroke Yester- 
Gay Afcernoon. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 1.—Frank Hatton, 
editor of the Washington Post, died yesterday 
afternoon até o’clock of paralysis. He.suf- 
fered the fatal stroke while sitting at his 
desk at work last week. 

Mr. Hatton was born at Cambridge, O., 
April 28, 1846. He learned the printer’s trade 
and then served inthe war from 1862 until 
the close. Afterward he settled at Mt. Pleas- 
ant, Io., publishing the Journal, and removed 
thence to Burlington, becoming part owner 
of the Hawkeye. In 1881 he was appointed 
Assistant Postmaster-General by President 
Arthur, and upon the resignation of Judge 
Gresham he became Postmaster-General. 
Next he was employed upon the staff of the 
National Republican. In 1884 he went to Chi- 
cago and became connected with the Mad, 
and eventually its chief editor. In 1888 he 
was one of a syndicate that founded the New 
York Press 


DEATH OF SENATOR STOCKBRIDGE. 


Passed Away Last Evening at the Homes 
of His Nephew in Chicago. 

CuicaGo, III., May 1.—Senator F. B. Stock- 
bridge of Michigan died suddenly last even- 
ing at the residence of his nephew, J. H. 
Houghtaling, in this city. He had been 
stopping there for three weeks, and was on 
his way to te fair at San Francisco. Soon 
after his arrival from his home in Kalamazoo 
he had been taken with stomach trouble, 


and losing weight and appetite, remained to 
recuperate. One week ago there was @ 
change for the better, au 1 the Senator and 
his wife OS sae returning to Kalamazoo. 
Last n being left with a nurse, the 
other — of the household being at 
dinner, Senator Stockbridge rose from his 
chair to cross the room. Being ree te ly 
stricken with intense pain, althou 4 
made no outcry, he clasped his han 18 
nis heart and sank back in his chair. The 
family was called and thea physicians, but 
restoratives were useless. Mr. Stockbridge 
never rallied. 
Senator Stockbridge was Dorn in Batn, Me,, 
April 9, 1826; received a common school 6du- 
cation; was Clerk ina wholesale house in 
Boston from 1843 to 1847, when he went to 
Chicago and engaged in ‘the lumber business, 
being interested in saw miils in Michigan. in 
185i he removed to Alle County, Mich., 
taking charge of his mills. He was elected to 
the Legislature in 1969, to the State Senate in 
1871, and was elected to the United States 
Senate asa Republican, to succeed Omar D. 
1 Republican ; and took his seat March 
, 1887. He was re-elected in 1893.

New Tonk, May 1.—The newly built United

Charles O’Nell, left her anchorage in the 
Hudson River to-day for sea on her final trial

She will return to 
New York on Thursday afternoon, 

The Marblehead was bullt at Boston and 
had her speed trial trip on Long Island Sound 
this spring, developing an apparent speed of 
18.94 knots. The Government trial board, 
after figuring out the tidal allowances 
and making all the necessary additions 
and deductions, decided that her true aver- 
age speed was 18.44 Knots. As her contract 
speed was 17 knots, she earned for her build. 
ers a bonus of $125,000, being $25,000 for each 
quarter knot above 17. The average revolu- 
tions on this trip were 176 on the port and 
from 178 to 180 on the starboard engine. The 
temperature in the fire-room was between
